REWARD OFFERED 
FOR STOLEN PAPERS 
ON SHOW HORSES 


The trial of Dr. Robert C. Rut- 
ledge Jr., St. Louis pediatrician, 
for the murder of Byron ©, Hatt- 
man, who was stabbed to death in 
a hotel room here last Dec. 14, 
opened today with the laborious 
process of selecting a jury from 
a panel of 79 veniremen. 

The 27-year-old physician, who 
admitted to police that he fought 
with Hattman over the latter’s 
attentions to Mrs. Rutledge, is 
charged with first degree murder. 

Under the laws of Iowa, the 
jury may sentence him to death 
by hanging, or to life imprison- 
ment, if it finds him guilty. 
Indication Death Will Be Sought. 

Linn County Attorney William 
W. Crissman, who will prosecute 
the case, asked prospective jurors 
if they had any personal convic- 
tions or feelings in the matter of 
the death penalty. The first seven 
examined said they did not. This 
was an indication that the state 
will ask for the death penalty. 

When Crissman began examin 
tion of the jurors, he aske 
whether they had any thoughts in 
connection with “the unwritten 
law.” The defense objected and 
the objection was sustained. Mrs. 
Sydney Goodrich Rutledge, the 
doctor’s 23-year-old wife, has ad- 
mitted a clandestine relationship 
with Hattman, and Dr. Rutledge 
has said he sought Hattman here 
to “have a showdown” with 
him, 

Wife Likely to Testify. , 

Mrs. Rutledge sat at the coun- 
‘sel table with her husband. Both 
listened attentively to the ques- 
tioning of prospective jurors. Dur- 
ing much of the questioning they 
held hands. She was here with 
her parents, Dr. and Mrs. Howard 
Goodrich of Hannibal, Mo. She 
is expected to be called as a wit- 
ness. 

Residents of this community of 
78,000 persons buzzed with excite- 
ment over the trial today. It 
was the first murder trial in Cedar 
Rapids since November 1938, when 
a 60-year-old man was sentenced to 
life imprisonment on a first-degree

Kunshan Still Holds. 

A Shanghai garrison. commu- 
nique said Nationalist forces still 
were holding Kunshan, 32 miles 
west of Shanghai, despite heavy 
Red artillery bombardment at the 
outskirts of the town. The com- 
munique claimed Nationalist suc- 
cesses in fighting in the Kunshan 
area. 

The communique said units 
from the Twenty-ninth Commu- 
nist army attacked Chingyang- 
kang, prewar locale of the famed 
Henli Regatta, about a mile from 
Kunshan, but were driven west- 
ward after “a heavy engagement 
during which the Communists 
suffered heavy casualities.”" A 
small Red force which reached 
the vicinity of Taichang, a mile 
or so northeast of Kunshan, was 
eliminated by Nationalist troops, 
the garrison announced. 

These Reds might have been 
flank defenders of the Communist 
force which’ attacked Kunshan, 
The garrison said their strength 
was only 200 and was “totally 
wiped out.”

Vessel Ties Up at Gloucester, Mass., After 
103 Ports of Call—Bali, Devil’s Island 
Highlights for Landlubber-Sailors. 


By TOM HORGAN 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., May 2 
(AP)—With more than 40,000 nau- 
tical miles of adventure in its 
wake, the brigantine Yankee re- 
turned to its home port yesterday, 
18 months to the day since sailing 
from Gloucester Nov. 2, 1947. 

A fair wind carried it up the 
harbor, escorted by scores of 
yachts and small craft, the major- 
ity of which never have lost sight 
of land. It was the 104th port in 
the Tankee's cruise, and the fourth 


world-girdling voyage under sail 
for its skipper, Capt. Irving John- 


son. 

Most of the 23 aboard, including 
four women, were landlubbers 
when they sailed, but they went 
scurrying up the rigging to furl 
the Tankee's canvas with the agil- 
ity of veteran salts. 
A list of ports visited by the 
Yankee would read like a tourist 
agency fantasy, but there Still 
were a few that stood out in the 
minds of the ship’s company—the 
island of Rapa, for instance. 
There, Capt. Johnson reported, 
women outnumber men seven to 
one, and an unwary male is in real 
danger of amorous capture. In 
fact, he said, one of the Yankee’s 
crew was briefly kidnaped. 

Bali Called Unspoiled. 

Bali, the captain reported, re- 
mains unspoiled, despite Japan's 
brief occupation. “The people,” he 
said, “were too happy by nature 
to let that bother them. Work,

One of them, Eric Wolman, 17 
years old, of New York City, 
never quit his studies at Milton 
Academy, thanks to the mails, and 
finished an examination in calcu- 
lus as the Yankee sighted Glou- 
cester. 

The captain’s wife, Electa, and 
their young sons, Arthur and Rob- 
ert, were along on the cruise. 

The other young women in the 
crew were Terry Glenn of Chicago 
and Mary Booth of Larchmont, 
N.Y., who shipped as blacksmith, 
both of whom gave up engineering 
jobs in an airplane factory, and 
ex-Marine Maj.

Government prosecutors dis- 
played big charts, maps and photo- 
graphs to illustrate the testimony 
of FBI agents who “shadowed” the 
three meetings in New York. 

Over the vigorous objection of 
Miss Coplon’s attorney, Archibald 
Palmer, United States District 
Judge Albert L. Reeves of Kansas 
City, Mo., allowed witnesses to tell 
of the three meetings one by one. 

Palmer argued that each wit- 
ness should be “cleared of any- 
thing he knows” in one appearance 
on the witness stand. 

Under the procedure approved 
by Judge Reeves, some FBI wit- 
nesses will testify three times, 
some twice and some only once. 

Palmer complained that this was 
the “Hitler doctrine” of “telling 
the same thing so many times 
that someone might believe it.” 

Miss Coplon is on trial on 
charges of copying and removing 
data from Department of Justice 
files with “intent and reason to 
believe” the information was to 
be used to aid a foreign power 
and to injure this country.

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
Three sponsors of legislation to 
grant the states $300,000,000 an- 
nually for school education pre- 
dicted today the Senate would 
turn down any major change. 

But the forecast—by Senators 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, Elbert Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, and Aiken (Rep.), 
Vermont—was challenged by sup- 
porters of an amendment by Sena- 
tor Lodge (Rep.), Massachusetts. 

Critics of the education aid bill 
do not expect to muster enough 
votes to defeat the measure, but 
they are hopeful for the aid dis- 
tribution formula will be revised. 

As drafted, the bill calls for 
grants to states on the basis of 
(1) the number of school children 
five to 17 years old in a state, and 
(2) the annual income payments 
in each state. 

Calls Plan Ridiculous. 

The Lodge amendment calls for 
distributing the federal fund on 
the basis of $10 for each public 
school child, Lodge has labeled 
“ridiculous” the plan for taking 
into account the annual income 
payments in each state. He says 
it is no accurate yardstick of a 
state’s wealth. 

Under the formula now in the 
bill the poorer states, as measured 
by that criterion, would get the 
biggest grants. The grants would 
range from $5 a child to slightly 
above $29. 

However, a Republican who is 
against the bill said privately the 
Lodge plan “will get more support

“It is not feasible in St. Louis 
to have any retail competition in 
sale of milk, any more than in 
sale of gasoline,” Lashly argued. 
He said standardization results 
from fixing of operating costs by 
union contracts, federal marketing 
orders and costs of other supplies. 

More than half of the milk 
handled by the two dairies comes 
from Illinois, being shipped here 
to be comingled with milk from 
Missouri, it was pointed out. In 
such cases, it was argued, the 
courts have ruled that a commod- 
ity shipped in from another state 
and mixed with a local product 
loses its identity as a commodity 
in interstate commerce. 


Uniformity of price is as con- 
with innocence as with 
guilt, Finch argued, citing news- 
paper and gasoline prices as evi- 
dence of standardization in highly 
competitive markets.

“It is difficult to imagine,” he 
said, “just what justification can 
be offered for the failure on the 
part of military government to 
carry out the clear policy of our 
government. 

“We know, for a certainty, that 
Hitler could not haye obtained or 
maintained his power without the 
help of this handful of German 
industrialists. And we know equal- 
ly well that they were the dom- 
inating factor in his rearmament 
program and, in Germany's ag- 
gressive war. Knowing that, our 
government directed the American 
occupation a rities, in clear 
and unmistakable terms, to elim- 
inate and disperse the excessive 
concentrations of economic power 
within Germany. 


Some Grow Stronger. 


“In order to carry out that pol- 
icy, a decartelization law was is- 
sued by military government in 
February 1947. But that was as 
far as it went. The record is very 
clear that not a single industrial 
combine in the United States zone 
has been eliminated. In fact, some 
have been allowed to increase 
their monopolistic position. 


“A partial step was taken in the 
single case of I. G. Farben by spe- 
cial order of Gen. Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower prior to the creation of 
the decartelization branch or the 
Passage of the decartelization law. 
Certain osidlaries of the Farben 
empire were put under trustee- 
ships; but even there none has 
‘been actually sold to independent 
owners. Until they are sold there 
is no reason to conclude that the 
Farben empire will not ultimately 
be reconstituted. | 

“I believe there are two main 
reasons for this failure of the 
anti-monopoly program. The first 
is that some high officials in mili- 
tary government were not in sym- 
Pathy with the United States pol- 
icy; and the second was the ac- 
ceptance of the view that the 
strained relations between the 
east and west necessitated the 
quick rebuilding of Germany as 
an arsenal for the western powers. 

“Of course,” Avery went on, 
“both reasons are invalid. As to 
the first, no government official 
has the right to substitute his per- 
sonal predilections for the estab- 
lished policy of his government. 
And, as to the second, it is clearly 
inconsistent for our military au- 
thorities to tell us on the one hand 
that the German industrial ma- 
chine must be rebuilt as a bul- 
wark against possible Soviet in- 
vasion, and, on the other hand, 
that Russia could overrun all Ger- 
many in a matter of days in the 
event of war. 

Against U.S. Tradition. 


| “But even putting aside that ob- 
vious inconsistency, it is against 
‘all-American policy and tradition 
to assume that German industrial 
recovery cannot be brought about 
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except through the medium of 
combines and monopolies, rather 
than through a system of free 
competitive enterprise as we know 
it in the United States. 

“Many of us who were sent to 
Germany to break the grip of the 
cartels took the position that 80 
long as it remained the policy of 
our government to eliminate those 
combines, they should be elimi- 
nated; and if it were decided not 
to break them up, then the United 
States policy should be changed. 
We objected to retaining both the 
policy and the monopolies. Yet

“Some said we wanted to go too 
far. Let us take one case. There 
is a German concern which has a

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today rejected 
for the second time an Illinois 
Plea that it order the release of 
Tony Marino, life termer. 

Marino is serving a life sentence 
for a murder of an aged janitor, 
committed in 1925.. Marino was 
convicted that year, when he was 
only 18 years old and was still 
unable to speak English. He had 
emigrated from Sicily two years 
before. 


In December 1947, the Supreme | 


Court ruled that Illinois Circuit 
Court Judge William R. Dusher 
Was wrong in refusing to give 
Marino a hearing when he sought 
Teview of his case in Rockford, 
III., where the trial originally was 
held. It sent the case back to 
Judge Dusher with instructions to 


“take proceedings conforming 
“with its ruling that Marino's con- 
stitutional rights had been denied 


him.” 
Errors Conceded. 

Tilinois officials had conceded | 
that Marino’s rights to a fair 
trial had been violated. Some of 
the errors conceded were that 
Marino was extradited from Be- 
loit, Wis., without papers; that 
one of the arresting officers | 
served as his interpreter at the 
trial; that he was not provided 
with counsel, and that a plea of 
guilty was entered for him when 
28 actually had not agreed 
0 

Even after the original Supreme 
Court ruling, Judge Dusher again 
refused to release him. Repre- 
sentatives for the State Attorney 
General supported Marino's pe- 
tition at the second hearing be- 
fore Judge Dusher. 


In a new petition to the Su- 


preme Court, Marino claimed that 
Dusher had refused to order his 
release on grounds that he was 
guilty—and had ignored the so- 
called defects in the original pros- 
ecution. 

Three of the nine justices, Wil- 
liam O. Douglas, Frank Murphy 
and Wiley B. Rutledge, voted to 
hear the new appeal. The petition, 
however, was turned down with- 
out other comment. 

Marino filed this new appeal 
with the Supreme Court last sum- 
mer. The court gave no ‘reason for 
delaying action until now. 

Marino has another appeal pend- 
ing with the Illinois Supreme 
Court. Normally, the Supreme 
Court does not hear cases until 
petitioners have completely ex- 
hausted their legal recourses with- 
in their home states. 

Negro Property Case. 

In another decision, the Su- 
preme Court refused to consider 
a new test case against Negroes 
who buy property in white resi- 
dential developments covered by 
restrictive covenants. 

The Court on May 3, 1948, ruled 
that lower courts could not en- 
force similar restrictive agree- 
ments on properties in St. Louis, 
Detroit and the District of Co- 
Jumbia. 

Later, the Maryland Court of 
Appeals cited the Supreme Court 
ruling in refusing to enforce a 
covenant against two Negro cou- 
ples who bought properties in a 
development in Anne Arundel 
county, Md. The development is 
callei Beachwood Forest. The 
covenant prohibits sale of prop- 
erties to Negroes, Chinese and 
Japanese. 

Six white property owners in 
the development asked the Su- 
preme Court to rule that the 
Maryland court misapplied the 
1948 ruling. They said facts in 
the Maryland case are different 
from those involved in the 1948 
ruling. Particularly, they empha- 
sized a contention that the Ne- 
groes in the Maryland case had 
full knowledge of the restriction 
before they bought properties. 

In other actions today the court: 

1. Refused to reconsider its two- 
month-old decision that states may 
bar union slowdowns in wage dis- 
pute cases. The National Labor 
Relations Board sought to reopen 
the case on the grounds the NLRB 
did not realize full significance 
when it first came to the court 
from Wisconsin. 

2. Agreed to consider the case 
of a 33-year-old German war bride 
who claims she has been improp- 
erly denied admission to the 
United States. Mrs. Ellen Knauff 
said the Attorney General gave no 
reason for barring her last Au- 
gust, five and one-half months 
after her marriage in Germany. 

3. Unanimously upheld the gov- 
ernment’s right to use in an anti- 
trust suit documents barred from 
a lower court trial on the grounds 
that they were the fruit of an 
megal search and seizure. The 
charge of illegality was based on 
the lower court’s contention that 
the grand jury which ordered the 
documents produced was improp- 
erly set up because women were 
excluded. 

4. to review a California 
court decision that Negroes may 
be barred from picketing a store 
in an effort to induce it to hire 
more Negro workers.

This was the wave of terror 
and fright“ which Hitler had de- 
creed should accompany the Nazi 
troops in the Battle of the Bulge, 
the Wehrmacht’s last, vicious as- 
sault. 7 

The “wave of terror” produced 
a wave of burning anger among 
the Allied armies and a shudder 
of horror through the rest of the 
civilized world. 

Yet, in four years since the 
crossroads massacre, the trial of 
the Germans who did the job has 
been used to discredit the occupa- 
tion of Germany itself, and the 
whole program of punishment for 
War criminals. 

It has been the subject of at 
least three high-level Army in- 
vestigations. It reached the 
United States Supreme Court in 
the form of a sensational petition 
for writs of habeas corpus. It is 
now the concern of at least two 
United States senatorial commit- 
tees. . . 


Army investigators have been 


accused of using methods only a 
little less crude and brutal than 
those of the Gestapo itself. 

One of Many Cases. 

The time has come for a good 
look at the record. 

The Malmedy trial was only one 
of the 489 cases to come before a 
series of special military govern- 
ment courts which were set up at 
the onetime Nazi concentration 
camp of Dachau, near Munich, in 
the American zone of occupation 
in Germany. Most of these con- 
cerned the murder of individual 
flyers. Graves registration teams 
were supplemented in the gather- 
ing of evidence by 19 war crimes 
investigating teams, each with 
about nine members. 

Only eight of the cases were 
so-called “mass atrocity trials,” of 
which the Malmedy killers and 
the staff of the Buchenwald con- 
centration camp are examples. 
Top-drawer Nazis were tried under 
separate procedures at Nuern- 
berg. 

The number of accused at Da- 
chau was 1672. Four hundred 
twenty-six were sentenced to die. 
Another 199 were given life. Two 
hundred fifty-six were acquitted. 
Two-thirds of the rest drew sen- 
tences of less than five years. 

Procedure in these cases was 
laid down in the “Manual for 
trial of War Crimes and Re- 
lated Cases,” which was drawn 
up by the war crimes branch 
of the Judge Advocate’s office 
for Europe. 

It was based, in turn, on “Ti- 
tle 5, Military Government Reg- 
ulations,” which had been drawn 
‘up earlier in Washington and 
in London, in preparation for 
the occupation, and is the reason 
for most of the charges of “un- 
Americanism.” 

“Title 5” makes no pretense 
of being American. It is a 
hodge-podge of American civil 
procedures, of United States 
Army courts-maritial 
tions, and of continental legal 
practice which permits a sworn 
statement by one accused to be 
used in evidence against an- 
other. It is this last provision, 
completely forbidden in Amer- 
ican courts, on which most 
American lawyers base their 
critical comments. 

Technically, the courts it cre- 
ated are “military commissions.” 
The United States Supreme 
Court, in its ruling on the death 
sentence of the Japanese gen- 
eral, Yamashita, said these com- 
missions could make use of any- 
thing of “value in the mind of 
a reasonable man.” It included 
“affidavits, depositions or other 
statements taken by officers de- 
tailed for that purpose by mili- 
tary authority.” 

If a mistake was made, it 
was in the original drafting, 
and in the trumpeting to the 
world that this was “American

In fact, it was a military oc- 
cupation and should have been 
recognized as such. 

In the Malmedy case, it was 
‘difficult at first even to identify 
the units which had been in- 
volved. The war crimes branch 
had not been established in Jan- 
uary 1945, and supreme headquar- 
ters itself undertook a preliminary 
investigation just as soon as the 
frozen American bodies were dis- 
covered.

ECRETARY OF DEFENSE LOUIS JOHNSON has been making 
He has shifted offices. He has abol- 


ished boards. He has put a burr under the tail of the Joint 


Chiefs of Staff to hasten them in their task of evolving a unified 
strategic concept. And now he has stopped work on the Navy’s 


giant carrier. 

It may seem odd to call this last 
decision easy, when it has caused 
so much commotion. But a simple 
listing of the factors involved will 
show why the decision was sim- 
ple to the point of being unavoid- 
able. 

Among the factors against the 
carrier, cost was most obvious. 
The price tax on the carrier itself 
was between $150,000,000 and $200,- 
000,000. The aircraft to fly from 
it had not been perfected, but 
were expected to cost a great 
many millions more. Then the 
vast, expensive vessel, with its 
valuable cargo, could not but he 
singularly vulnerable to air and 
submarine attack. And this would 
create a need for a multifarious, 
staggering expensive supporting 
force of flak ships, smaller car- 
riers to provide fighter protection, 
destroyer and other escort, etc. 

The over-all investment in the 
carrier task force was estimated 


to run from one and a half to two 


billion dollars. Yet the technical 
difficulties were such that the 
carrier’s bombers were not expect- 
ed to be able to land on its decks 
again after takeoff. Thus the 
whole huge armada would have 
been able to make only a single 
strike before returning to port, 
so diminishing the return on the 
investment. 

Then, on a deeper level, there 
was the carrier’s relationship to 
what the experts call the broader 
weapons system. What the car- 
rier was designed to do is approx- 
imately what a B-36 can do al- 
ready. It could hardly have been 
ready to do even this in less than 
five years. Meanwhile B-47s and 
other new bombers in the testing 
stage are already promising to 
render the B-36 obsolete. Thus 
the carrier would have been em- 
ployed, at uneconomic expense, to 
do the same job other now pro-

WASHINGTON, May 2. 
ALIFORNIA politics is blow- 
ing up such a gale that both 
national headquarters are be- 
ginning to wonder if Californians 
think the off-year election is next 
week. 

The Democrats are excited be- 
cause for the first time in years 
the Republicans are split and 
they see a chance to recapture the 
governorship as well as re-elect a 
United States Senator and make 
House gains. Their improved pros- 
pects, however, have given rise to 
a lively civil war among the am- 
bitious. 

George Luckey, the wealthy cat- 
tleman who ran President Tru- 
man’s successful California cam- 
paign last year, visited the Presi- 
dent recently and exacted a 
hands-off promise from him. Na- 
tionally speaking, the outstanding 
primary contenders are James 
RooSevelt, who wants to be Gov- 
ernor, and Representative Helen 
Gahagan Douglas, who eyes the 
Senate. 

White House Stand. 

Luckey easily got his commit- 
ment on Roogevelt, who actively 
promoted the cabal against Tru- 
man’s renomination. Nor will 
Washington interfere in the Sen- 
ate race though the White House 
is indifferent to the incumbent, 
Sheridan Downey, who has led a 
hot fight against Reclamation Bu- 
reau officials. : 

Luckey told the President he 
had not decided whether he would 
run for Governor. It is doubted 
that he would, be a strong candi- 
date as he is relatively unknown. 
But the stop-Roosevelt movement 
is real. One of its promoters, 
however, gloomily predicts that 
“when Roosevelt turns on the 
charm and flashes those teeth, 
we'll be done for. He's too much 
like his old man.” 

Mrs. Douglas’s candidacy ap- 
pears to turn on labor. Downey 
has a pro-labor record and it is 
unusual for labor to desert a 
friendly incumbent politician even 
for another labor friend. Also, 
though he is not an active or in- 
fluential Senator, Downey has 
been regular, aside from his anti- 
reclamation frenzy. 

Warren Expected to Run. 

Gov. Warren is expected by Re- 
publicans to run again despite 
wide disagreement between him 
and some of his party on social 
and economic questions. Demo- 
crats think, too, he is the man 
they will have to beat. 

But Warren’s troubles are real, 
according to reports furnished the 
recent Republican conference here.

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Why Opera isn’t Popular 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I see that an “opera enthusiast” in 
your letter column has taken Thomas B. 
Sherman to task for myopically advo- 
cating opera in English. If the kind of 
myopia that Mr. Sherman suffers from 
becomes more widespread, opera may 
yet become popular in this country. 


The blunt fact is that opera is not 
popular in this country. In Europe 
‘every city of 100,000 population has a 
full-blown re company, and the 
bigger cities have two or three. But in 
the United States only one city has suc- 
ceeded in keeping an opera company 
‘alive over an extended period of years. 
America is a graveyard of bankrupt 
operatic ventures. 

Americans just won't go to the opera 
frequently or in large numbers. Why 
not? Partly, I think, because of the in- 


- fluence of those who promote opera as 


“beauty ... fantasy. . . poetic truth“ 
but forget that it's also verbal drama 
set to music. 

When a Venetian goes to the opera to 
hear “Lohengrin” he expects to under- 
stand it—and does, because it is sung 
in Italian. In Dusseldorf “Carmen” is 
done in German; in Stockholm La Tra- 
viata“ is done in Swedish; in Brussels 
Don Giovanni“ is done in French; and, 
although I have no report on the mat- 
ter, I have no doubt that in Bucharest 
they sing “Pelleas” in Romanian. 

Is there no connection between the 
widespread European enthusiasm for 
opera and the European habit of pre- 
senting opera in the language the audi- 
ence understands? I wonder if 50,000 
Missourians would troop out to Forest 
Park during a week in August to hear 
“Die Lustige Witwe” sung in its native 
tongue. 

The question is not one of patriotism 
or bigotry, but of appreciating opera 
completely, for all its values, not just 
some · of them. i 
Pranslating opera into the local tongue 
adds something to performance but 
takes nothing away. The curse of ra 
in this country is the enthusiast who 
ignores—is often ignorant of—the riches 
of opera libretti. In opera words and 
music lend meaning to each other; 
neither can be fully understood alone. 


The Metropolitan Opera has done 
grave damage to the cause of opera in 
‘the United States by implanting firmly 
-in the American mind the idea ‘that 
‘opera is a succession of more or less 
‘pleasant sounds without meaning. Eradi- 
“ating that notion from the grass roots 
‘up is an indispensable step if opera is 
to become widely popular. That is why 
I tbo regretted to see our Opera Guild 
‘backsliding from the courageous prece- 
dent that Mr. Chapple set during the 
past two years. 


„If, as “Opera Enthusiast” suggests, the 
Guild produced “Cavalleria” in Italian 
in order to give its members training in 
the language in which the “precedent” 
thas been established, it is a misguided 
kindness. Is it not pathetic to think how 
little market the United States provides 


for the kind of fine young talents the ~ 


Opera Guild has revealed? The kind- 
est thing we can do for our singers is 
to allow them to perform intelligibly— 
and thus, perhaps, provide them with 
paying customers.

Now, not so long after asking who dared call 
its B-36 a “sitting duck,” the Air Force indicates 
that it is getting ready to produce an intercep- 

.tor-fighter with more than twice the speed of 


the B-36. Furthermore, Gen. McNarney came 


out with another indication of even harder 
times ahead for the big bomber. 

He said that machine guns on fighters will 
be replaced in a “relatively short” time with 
rocket missiles having a built-in radar homing 
device. These rockets, he said, although launched 
several miles from an enemy plane, would track 
it down at supersonic speed and regardless of 
evasive action. They would explode within lethal 
range by means of a proximity fuse. 

It may be remembered that the German Luft- 
waffe in 1943 seriously menaced our bombers 
with unwieldy planes that fired short range rock- 
ets which lacked proximity fuse or homing de- 
vice. It was only the development of our long 
range fighters that dispelled the rocket-firing 
planes. How much more deadly this new rocket- 
launching plane will be! And if we have it, is 
it not likely that Russia too has it? 

Perhaps that is enough trouble to contemplate 
for the big bomber. However, the Army at its 
White Sands base and the Navy at Inyokern have 
been working on guided missiles and rockets 
since the war ended. They too may follow the 
Air Force lead and disclose a bit of what they 
have been doing. 

At any rate, it appears that the deadly com- 
bination of the unstoppable bomber and the 
atomic bomb is going to lose a bit of its in- 
vincibility. 
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To Improve the Driver's Law 


Mayor Darst is quite right in the amendments 
he urges for the proposed Missouri driver's li- 
cense law. Proportionate shares of the fees 
should be returned to the cities because the 
municipal treasuries in Missouri contain less 
than they need while the State Treasury is over- 
flowing. Municipal courts should be allowed to 


e keep jurisdiction over violators because the

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Hospitals for Need—Not Politics 

A shabby story of local greed is told on Con- 
gressman Albert Thomas of Houston, Tex., by 
Joseph Alsop. It concerns the Truman Admin- 
istration’s cutback of veterans’ hospital con- 
struction after it, was found that a reduced 
building program would still provide immediate 
medical care for veterans whose ailments grew 
out of military service. 

Mr. Thomas is chairman of the House Appro- 
priations Subcommittee on independent offices 
and, in Mr. Alsop’s phrase, “a fairly consistent 
congressional economizer.” Such a man, one 
might think, would heartily approve the hospital 
cutback. The cutback, however, eliminated a 
hospital slated for Houston. Mr. Thomas re- 
sponded by brushing aside the protests of the 
Veterans Administration that it did not need so 
many hospitals, and he got them restored to the 
budget. The Budget Bureau had approved the 
cutback, so, for good ‘measure, the bureau “had 
its appropriation reduced and its overly nosy 
staff rather sharply cut.”

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Attack on Grade Crossing Waste 

One of the very worst traffic situations in all 
St. Louis is that caused by the grade crossings 
along the Poplar street route of the Missouri 
Pacific between the riverfront area and the rail- 
road yards west of Seventh street. Slow moving 
train traffic frequently blocks one or more streets 
for relatively long periods, This not only de- 
lays major north-and-south automobile and truck 
traffic, but often ties up vehicles heading for or 
leaving MacArthur bridge. . 

It is good news for St. Louis, therefore, that 
the Missouri Pacific and the city are getting to- 
gether on plans for removal of these tracks and 
adjustments to take care of the rail traffic. Since 
expenditure of a large sum of federal funds 
would be involved, the engineers for both the 
city and the railroad should make sure that the 
plans are the best which can be devised. 

This is a reminder that Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
before he went out of the Mayor’s office, called 
for a detailed study of grade crossings within 
the city Iimits. It is to be hoped that this inven- 
tory will soon be made public and that the Darst 
Administration can go to work promptly on a 
plan to eliminate grade crossings on a priority 
basis of hazard to life and property. 
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The Iron Curtain Falls on Gravity 

The Russians have foiled an attempt by a 
United States scientist to get into the Russian- 
occupied zone of Germany and check up on the 
gravity at Potsdam. 

Potsdam is the world standard of gravity just 
as Greenwich is the world standard of time. For 
more than 50 years scientists of all countries 
have been determining the force of gravity at 
Potsdam and using it as a reference for calcu- 
lating gravity everywhere else. Now Dr. George 
Woollard of the University of Wisconsin says he 
has some evidence that the Potsdam figure is 
incorrect and he wants to check up on it. 


But the Russians are not going to fall for any- 
thing like that. They are not going to have an 
error in the gravity at Potsdam used as propa- 
ganda against the forces of the patriotic occu- 
pation by the decadent western democracies. 
They may even consider the theory of gravity 
along with its successor, the theory of relativity 
—a ruse of the capitalist reactionaries to main- 
tain the status quo. 

Even now, we wouldn’t be surprised for a 
minute if Soviet scientists had discovered means 
to increase, decrease or suspend the force of 
gravity and the relativeness of relativity by a 
simple resolution of the Politburo. Thus they 
would have thtown into the discard the defeat- 
ist nations of the West, and opened up unlimited 
avenues of advancement to the faithful, who 
would have their gravity and their relativity 
measured out to them scientifically every morn- 
ing in the same package as their thoughts for 
the day.

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A German’s Impressions of America 


Werner Friedmann in Sueddeutche Zeitung 


The author, who is an anti-Nazi editor, 
recently visited St. Louis and other cities 
as the 10-week guest of the Rockefeller 
Foundation. The following translation is

From Brooklyn Bridge, New York with 
its breath-taking skyscraper silhouette ap- 
pears like a vision and at the same time 
a symbol of power, of technical superiority, 
of unconquerable strength which can mas- 
ter all problems.

No Hatred of Germans 


Today an effort is no longer made to 
fill Americans with an aversion for Ger- 
many. On the contrary, an effort is being 
made to understand Germany, and perhaps 
more than is good, to become acquainted 
with the idea of Germany as a future ally. 
The phrase “shoulder to shoulder” cast 
thoughtlessly into conversation always 
gave me a start? I had to think of the de- 
Nazified Hitler officers. One does not feel 
too easy when there is talk of the west 
German bulwark against the Last; it may 
signify new smoking chimneys. 

Morgenthau and Vansittart have stepped 
into the background. The mass murders 
and barbarisms of German concentration 
camps have not been forgotten; they have 
been portrayed too clearly for that, but 
one is no longer inclined to give all Ger- 
mans the blame. 

One might say that Germans are met 
with an astonishing measure of good will. 


Countless Americans remember with pleas- 


ure trips that they have made to Germany. 
The policeman in a polling place in St. 


Louis remembers that he spent a most en- 


joyable time after the First World War in 
Trier. A student at Grinnell College sends 
food packages to Berlin because he bombed 
that city twice during the war. In &t. 
Louis, which together with Milwaukee and 
Cincinnati possess the most German past, 
one encounters almost more German names 
than American.

Between Book Ends 


The Lloyd George Puzzle 


THE LLOYD GEORGE | KNEW, by Sir Alfred T. Davies, 

(Henry E. Walter Lid., London, 146 pgs.) 

Sir Alfred Davies, whose death in recent 
days has saddened his many American 
friends, as well as friends of his son, A. 
Mervyn Davies of Webster Groves, com- 
pleted this volume in his eighty-eighth 
year. It is a work which will live for a 
long time and can never be ignored by 
serious students of the career of David 
Lioyd George, the World War I Prime Min- 
ister of Britain. It is hoped that an Amer- 
ican edition will be available before long. 

Lloyd George is a puzzling figure in 
world history. Perhaps he illustrated the 
contradictions inherent in liberalism, a con- 
flict between high ideals and political 
realism. Sir Alfred writes of Lloyd George 
from long friendship, early collaboration 
in social welfare schemes which have come 
to gratifying fruition, and later divergence 
of views. 

Sometimes the author seems to be de- 
scribing two persons—the young champion 
of high causes and the aging opportunist. 
In one illuminating chapter Sir Alfred 
draws 4 comparison between Lloyd George 
and Thomas Jefferson. Their early careers 
were similar, but Jefferson, after long years 
of public service, retired in virtual poverty. 
Lioyd George, on the other hand, “left a 
fortune of over half a million dollars 
gross value, though he had quitted the legal 
profession to which he belonged a third of 
a century earlier.” The source of this for- 
tune is not explained. 

- „ — 

It is difficult to quarrel with Sir Alfred’s 
picture of Lloyd George's dimming vision 
toward the end of his career. When Hit- 
ler reoccupied the Rhineland, Lloy@ George 
spoke only of “keeping our heads.” When 
Winston Churchill invited the elder states- 
man to enter the Cabinet, when World 
War II finally came, Lloyd George twice 
refused. 

It is fortunate for future historians that 
Sir Alfred suffered no similar dimming of 

vision, though he out- 
lived his contempo- 
raries. He writes 
with clear memory 
and high perspective 
of an association 
which grew out of a 
mutual interest in 
Welsh culture. Sir 
Alfred was the first 
Permanent Secretary 
of the Welsh Depart- 
ment of the Ministry 
of Education, created 
largely on the initia- 
tive of Lloyd George, 
Here he was a pio- 


missar of the Minorities in the early days 
of the Russian revolution, applied a sim- 
ar method in the Soviet Union. Sir Al- 
fred personally urged the method upon 
Spain, troubled by the Basque minority 
only to be rebuked by the (then) King Al- 
fonso. It ig more than a coincidence

20 many years in opposition. 

It does not apply, of course, to 
such stalwarts as Senator Cape- 
hart of Indiana. They know very 
well what the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers wants out 
of Congress; and what the N.A.M. 
wants, the Capeharts also want. 
They are living under the com- 
fortable conviction of a bygone 
era that what is good for a few 
business men must inevitably be 
good for everyone. 


Petty Persecutors. 


Nor does it apply to such pro- 
fessional oppositionists as Senator 
Bridges, who seem to find ample 
reward in merely shouting No. 
Bridges has a wonderful range of 
No, extending from the angry 
and self-righteous “No!” to the 


Baldwin's decision should be 
the occasion for some soul-search- 
ing within his own party. Instead, 
he is being treated like a dis- 
loyal schoolboy’ who. must be os- 
tracized for refusing to throw 
rocks at the rival gang.

That was apparently in anticipa- 
tion of a G.O.P. victory in 48, and 
the regulars wanted to be ready 
to hop on the gravy train. 


Bowles’ Good Example. 


I know Democrats suffering 
from the same kind of battle fa- 
tigue that made Baldwin decide 
to leave active political life. It 
is a serious reflection on the demo- 
cratic process. 

Considered even on the level of 
a political trick; the Baldwin case 
shows up the G.O.P. Bowles knew 
that for years Baldwin had want- 
ed the judgeship, and so at the 
exact psychological moment he 
made the offer. For a politician 
rated contemptuously as an ama- 
teur, that was pretty good going. 
The Republican party has much 
more to learn if it is ever to take 
responsible authority again.

Supreme Court Upholds

In Football Bribe Case 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today upheld 
by a 4-4 vote the conviction of 
two men charged with offering 
bribes to New York Giant pro 
football players. 

The pair, Harvey Stemmer and 
David Krakower, contended New 
York state illegally used evidence 
against them obtained by wire- 
tapping. 

Justice Jackson took no part in 
the case. By long precedent, an

“Alien Corn” was a lot of malarkey when it was 

originally on Broadway but it was very skillfully 
constructed and it possessed Katharine Cornell 
in the lead. On the radio, skillful construction 
is taken for granted which only emphasized the 
malarkey and in the place of Miss Cornell, it 
contained Bette Davis, of the movies, whose 
Viennese accent in moments of passion moved 
abruptly into New England. In the end though, 
she triumphed over love and the conniving wives 
and got to Rome (in the play it was Vienna) to 
study music. 

It all reminds me of J. P. Marquand’s remark 
about those Egyptian students in Cairo who are 
on a sort of perpetual riot. Mr. Marquand in 
“Point of No Return” wondered plaintively how 
the Cairo students found time to study. I keep 
wondering how the American teacher in the 
midst of all this mayhem finds time to teach.

ERE, for the benefit of a 
small man in a black derby 
"and anyone who might be in- 
terested, are some items of pass- 
ing interest «“lled from various 
usually well-informed sources.

AM ALL for the compulsory school attendance laws. All 
| children should have the opportunity to attend school and 

acquire all the education that they are able to take. We 
should, then, supply the education that every child can take 
and that means a school course for the book-minded, others 
for the hand-minded; a school, in short that meets the needs 
of any child, anywhere. We do not always do that. In far too 
many places the only available school is the old style book- 
learning school, rigid in matter and method, We have outgrown 
that school. It no longer serves. 

That brings us to the matter of school attendance. Some 
pupils are habitual absentees. We have expensive attendance 
bureaus and officers to force them to attend. The officer drags 
‘them into school, they are held like prisoners for the session 
and off they go again. Why?

THEY STAY away from school because it is little more than 


a jail to them. There is nothing there for them. They have 
no ability that allows them either an interest in book knowledge 
nor a mastery of it. They are disliked by their teachers because 
they lower class results, spoil the attendance records, make 
themselves disagreeable for the brief while they are in the 
classroom. 

These young people are precious to the nation. They have 
hidden powers and latent abilities. They could, if opportunity 
were offered them, learn some sort of skill in one field or 
another. They are not all dull boys and girls. A goodly number 
of them have had experiences with life that matured them 
early and accordingly they find a school geared to children while 
they are matured young people. They fly from it as from the 
plague. We who manage the schools are to blame, not the 


young people.
